Wallenda, the Cash Scramble, 
Celebrity Sports Night, a Mattress 
Stacking Contest, Crazy Night, etc. 

There also are many days during 
the season when a youngster 
entering the ballpark receives an 
added treat besides a ballgame. It 
might be a warm-up jacket, a 
T-Shirt, team jersey, batting helmet 
or one of the other giveaway items 
designed to bring a gleam to the eye 
of every young baseball fan. 

The mummers, famous choirs and 
bands, pop music stars, the organ 
music of Paul Richardson, the 
dancing waters in centerfield, all add 
up to the complete atmosphere that 
is Veterans Stadium. 

Yes, a trip down Broad Street to 
see a baseball game is much more 
than nine innings of watching the 
exciting 1977 Phillies do battle with 
the best teams in baseball. 

Its a total experience of color, 
sound and excitement. All of which 
makes Veterans Stadium the 
"'in-spot" for each and every 
Philadelphia summer. 
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Danny Ozark, 1976 National 
League Manager of the Year. 
The same Danny Ozark who was 
fired by various members of the 
news media in 1975 and whose 
every move was placed under a 
microscope by the same critics 
early in 1976.

Reuschel was still the pitcher my 4th 
time up and I homered to left in the 
7th to make it 13-7. 

The 5th time around Mike Garman 
was on the mound and we had two 
guys on base. | hit my best bolt to 
center on an outside fast ball 
climaxing a five-run inning for us and 
making the score 13-12. 

It was my third straight home run 
and | was sure now that we were 
going to win the game. | couldn't 
believe what was happening to me, 
but | decided to think about that later 
and concentrate on winning. 

In the top of the ninth, Bob Boone 
led off with a home run to tie the 
game at 13 and we scored two more 
and went ahead 15-13. However,

"Basket" Homer 


The five previous at bats had put my 
confidence at an all-time high. Paul 
Reuschel tried to come inside on me 
and | had what | thought was my best 
swing of the day. The ball was a low 
liner that ended up in the basket just 
above the ivy for my fourth home run 
in a row and a 17-15 lead for us. 

At that point, | don't know what 
went through my mind, but | know 
what | would like to have done. How 
about walking around the bases to a 
standing ovation, stopping halfway to 
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home to thank Billy DeMars for the 
extra batting practice the day before, 
go on to home plate and shake the 
hand of the guy who earlier told me 
to go out and have some fun then 
slowly walk to the dugout and look at 
the Cub's dugout and yell, "We're the 
Phillies and we're for real." 

Of course, none of this happened. 
We won the game 18-16 and went 
into the clubhouse carrying with us a 
feeling that would start us on our way 
to 99 more wins and the Eastern 
Division title. Even through our 
September slump, we thought back 
to this game to recall just how good 
we really were. 

There were many phone calls and 
interviews in the weeks following the 
game but the length of the season 
and the nature of the game itself will 
make you forget the post. 

Personally though, | will never 
forget, Saturday afternoon, April 17, 
1976, Wrigley Field, Chicago. It wasa 
day to remember.

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The pre-game ritual of a baseball team 
rarely varies. Some players sit at their 
lockers signing baseballs or reading 
mail. Others are sprawled across 
training tables trying to catch the nap 
denied them earlier in the day by a 
crying infant or a ringing doorbell. 

Then there are the card players, a 
group of guys who find this method of 
diversion the surest way to defeat the 
monotony of waiting for the ballgame 
to start. 

One afternoon, Ron Schueler, Gene 
Garber, Jim Kaat and Terry Harmon 
were engaged in a game of "hearts" 
when the phone rang in the clubhouse. 
Before anyone could reach it, Schueler 
blurted out, "Get Garber up.” 

To the untrained ear, the comment 
would have gone by unnoticed. But to 
those who make their living sitting in a 
remote area of a ballpark called the 
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bullpen, the ring of a telephone is a way 
of life. 

The sound means that a pitcher is in 
trouble and the manager needs to get a 
fresh arm ready in case he needs to 
make a move. The only question is who 
the manager will want. 

Is he calling for the strikeout pitcher 
to get him out of a jam fast? Does he 
want a pitcher known for throwing 
ground balls to get an inning-ending 
double play? Or will he call for the long 
man who hopefully will get out of the 
jam, then stay in for five innings and 
hold the opposition at bay while his 
club tries to play catch-up. 

Yes, the bullpen has become an area 
of specialists. It’s a place where a 
manager can turn and have a choice of 
a pitcher whose skills in a particular 
phase of the game have made him 
distinct. 


The CRauffeureif Specialist

Nowadays, relief pitchers are 
valuable commodities, men who 
command large salaries and can mean 
the difference between a winning and 
losing franchise. But it wasn't always 
that way. 

"I can remember when I first broke 
into baseball, the guys in the bullpen 
were the rejects,” says two-time 
National League batting champion 
Richie Ashburn. "They were the 
pitchers who couldn't make it as a 
starter. If you were in the bullpen, you 
were an outcast, the place had a stigma 
attached to it.” 

Then along came a big righthander 
named Casimir James Konstanty. He 
was 33 years old in 1950, a real 
greybeard on a group of youngsters 
destined to win the National League 
pennant and go down in history as the 
Whiz Kids. 


Konstanty first came to the big 
leagues in 1944 when he pitched for 
the Cincinnati Reds. His best season 
had been 1949 with the Phillies when 
he was 9-5 with a 3.25 ERA. 

But in 1950 when the Phillies beat 
the Brooklyn Dodgers for the NL 
championship, Jim Konstanty appeared 
in a record 74 games, all in relief, was 
16-7, and compiled a 2.66 ERA with 22 
saves. 

He won the league MVP for his 
fantastic season that year over big 
names like Musial, Snider, 
Campanella, Sauer, etc. As a result, the 
men who had toiled long and hard in 
the obscurity of the bullpen suddenly 
had credibility. 

One of them had made it, he was the 
MVP of the entire league. A pitcher who 
did not start but came into the game in 
the late innings. There no longer was 
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shame attached to the profession. The 
relief pitcher had arrived and the game 
would never be the same. 

There would be others to gain glory 
out of the bullpen in the '50's, but the 
next man to explode on the scene was a 
little righthander named Elroy Face 
who won 18 games in relief for the 
1959 Pittsburgh Pirates. Face won 10 
games and picked up 24 saves the 
following year as the Pirates marched to 
the National League championship. 

The Cy Young award, presented to the 
best pitcher in baseball, was instituted 
in 1956, but it wasn’t until 1974 that a 
reliever won the award. Rubber-armed 
Mike Marshall appeared in a record 106 
games that year, leading the Dodgers 
into the World Series as he won 15 and 
saved 21. 

Konstanty, Face, Marshall, all great 
relievers who have enjoyed spectacular 
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success. Then there are the present day 
stars like McGraw, Reed, Garber! What 
makes them effective? Why are they 
relief pitchers? 

Says Ashburn about Konstanty, “Jim 
was the most arrogant, cocky individual 
to ever step on a mound. All he had was 
a little sinker, a decent slider, anda 
palm ball, but he had the guts of a 
burglar. He felt he could get anybody 
out and he was at his best under 
pressure.” 

Pressure, the word most heard when 
discussing relievers. Unlike a starter 
who can afford to make a mistake, a 
bullpen ace finds himself thrust into 
situations with the game on the line and 
no margin for error. 

One time New York phenom Tug 
McGraw has been one of baseball’s 
premier relievers for a number of years. 
Like many of his counterparts, he 
began his career as a starter, but for a 
variety of reasons, wound up in the 
bullpen. Tug has that confident swagger 
necessary to face the day-to-day 
tensions that confront the late inning 
man. 

“Certainly I feel the pressure,” says 


Es McGraw. "Tom only human. But I'm not 


intimidated by pressure and I think 
that’s because of the nature of my job. 
There's always pressure on you as a 
relief pitcher. Sometimes when I' m in 
the bullpen anticipating a situation in a 
ballgame, the phone will ring and PI 
jump. That’s how wound up you can 
get!” 

Ron Reed might be called the 
reluctant reliever. While most pitchers 
are merely unhappy to leave a starting 
job and head for the pen, Reed was 
downright miserable. 


Acquired by the Phillies from the 
Cardinals for outfielder Mike Anderson 
in the winter of 1975, Reed was told he 
fit into the Phillies starting rotation 
plans quite well. However, Jim 
Lonborg recovered from his shoulder 
problems of the previous season, and 
the Phillies had another newly acquired 
pitcher, Jim Kaat, penciled in as a 
starter, so Reed found himself in the 
bullpen. 

"I was close to going to Paul Owens 
and asking him to trade me at one point 
last year,” says Reed looking back on 
the early part of 1976. “But Danny 
Ozark told me I'd be contributing 
before long, so I just kept in shape and 
tried not to go nuts out there. 

“Td be lying if I said it wasn’t a 
heckuva adjustment for me,” says the 
former basketball forward who saw 
playing time for the Detroit Pistons in 
the NBA between 1965 and 1967. “I 
had always been a starter. I'd learned to 
pace myself in a game and gotten intoa 
pattern of throwing a lot of slow stuff. 
Now when I came into a game, they 
told me to just rear back and let it go. 

“It was a whole new scene for me,” 
says Reed. "But after I got out there a 
few times, did the job, then saw the 
reaction of my teammates and realized 
that what I was doing was important, 
well, I won't say I like being a reliever, 
but now I can handle the whole thing 
mentally." 

Gene Garber was a castoff by the 
Pittsburgh Pirates and the Kansas City 
Royals. Salvaged by Paul Owens in 
1974, he's now one of the league's best 
out of the bullpen. 


"I'm a great believer in positive 
thinking," says the Elizabethtown, Pa., 
native. ‘Tve gotten so that I like to try 
and see the exact image of the way I 
want to pitch to a hitter. I try to see me 
getting him out.” 

Garber says he also spends a lot of 
time in the bullpen pitching to different 
areas. “The key is having a catcher like 
Tim Blackwell who was with us last 
year. We work on spots and setting up 
hitters like we would in a game. When 
I'm warming up, I visualize a batter and 
pitch like l'm in a game. 

“That way when I get the call and 
come into the game, I don't feel like I’m 
coming in cold. Then I think I have the 
advantage over the batter.” 

So, the bullpen has come full cycle 
from the time it was a place of exile to 
it's present status as the focal point for 
the eventual outcome of many baseball 
games. 

Yes, the men who sit out there, night 
after night, day after day, are a different 
brand of athlete. Unlike an everyday 
player who knows his name will be on 
the lineup card, or a starting pitcher 
who goes to the mound every fourth or 
fifth day, the relief pitcher’s world is 
one of uncertainty. 

It's a very personal world that he 
inhabits with the same group of men for 
162 games. A world filled with 
laughter, punctuated by loneliness, 
wrought with tension. 

A world only several feet from the 
action of the game, but in reality, miles 
away for these men who know that their 
fate and that of their teammates is just a 
phone call away. 


Veterans Stadium is a hitters’ ball park. If there are any doubts, just check the home run figures for 
National League parks since the Vet's first game six years ago. 

During that period of time, 759 homers (Phils 390, opposition 369) have been hit at the Vet. 
Only Atlanta Stadium (894) and Wrigley Field (847) can do better. 

When it comes to tape measure shots, there's quite a shocking difference between 
righthanded and lefthanded hitters. 19 homers have been hit into the left-field upper deck (500 
level), while only one has traveled that far in right field. The diagram below lists the six longest 
blasts at the Vet.
